1989, through this past Tuesday, 
June 30, 1992. 

The contract provides for 5 per- 
cent raises for each of the first two 
years, a 3 percent raise for the first 
six months of this year, fiscal 1992, 
and a 2 percent raise for the last half 
of this year year. 

Final negotiations included sever- 
al language changes and a 1 percent 
increase in the differential for offi- 
cers working the night shift. The 5 
p.m.-1 a.m. shift officers get a 7 per- 
cent differential added to their pay 
and the 1-9 a.m. shift gets 8 percent 
under the new contract. 

“One of the issues was that the 
Sergeants and lieutenants were get- 
ting more than them, so now every- 
body’s equal on that,” Mr. Stapezyns- 
ki said. 

Mr. Lane said patrolmen are not 
completely happy with what they set- 
tled on. 

“Tm sure they’re still disappoint- 
ed that we gave up the court time for 
basically nothing,” Mr. Lane said. 

Ken Mahony, former town manag- 
er, in 1990 changed the policy for the 
police department so that a single 
officer represents the department ‘s 
interests in court and each officer 
does not have to show up to testify

One of the two pianos she has in her 
studio is a restored 1907 Steinway. 

The 45-year-old musician has a bach- 
elor’s degree in music education and a 
master’s degree in counseling. Mrs,

“I've heard horror stories from some 
people about the experiences they've 
had as children.

GRINDING TO A HALT 
In most cases, the habit of nighttime tooth grinding 
poses more of a problem for the "grinder's" sleeping 
partner than for his or her teeth. However, for an 
estimated five percent of the population, tooth grinding 
(bruxism) poses problems. For one, it may result in the 
removal of enough tooth enamel to increase the tooth 
grinder's susceptability to cavities and hot/cold sensitivity. 
In the long run, bruxism may also create problems in the 
temporomandibular joint, which connects the jaw to the 
cranium, The result can be a host of symptoms ranging 
from pain to misalignment. To protect teeth from the 
effects of grinding, the dentist can outfit the teeth with a 
retainer-like appliance known as a night guard. 

Some people 
continue grinding during the day, causing even more 
wear and tear on their teeth. If you have a problem with 
tooth grinding, your dentist will see the evidence of it 
during a checkup.

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Teachers: ‘Don’t hire asst. supt.’

The School Com- 
mittee will fill the 
position of assistant 
superintendent for 
curriculum § that’s 
been vacant since 
January, despite 
criticism from the 
teachers that the 
position isn’t neces 
sary. The former 
assistant superinten 
dent made approxi- 
mately $67,000, plus 
benefits. 

“Before you move 
ahead and commit to 
adding another posi- 
tion in a time of lim- 
ited resources we 
(teachers’ union) 
would like you to 
consider other 
options,” union pres- 
ident Tom Meyers, a 
social studies teach- 
er at Doherty Middle 
School, told the com- 
mittee at its meeting 
Tuesday night. 

Andover “already 
has a special-projects 
coordinator, two peo 
ple on the books (one 
business manager 
and one accountant) 
and a superinten- 
dent who was hired 
because of his exper- 
tise in curriculum,” 
Mr. Meyers said. 

He said teachers 
are concerned the 
move will impede 
the progress made 
during the past 
school year of the 
the curriculum coun- 
cil, which is made up 
teachers and par- 
ents. 

“We feel your 
move would add 
another layer to the

bureaucracy and 
move away from the 
shared decision-mak- 
ing begun this year,” 
Mr. Meyers added. 

School Committee 
Chairwoman Susan 
Jenkins told Mr. 
Meyers his language 
is “misleading.” She 
said the committee 
isn't “adding” a posi- 
tion to the adminis- 
tration, but rather 
filling a position that 
was left vacant in 
January when for- 
mer assistant Super- 
intendent for Cur- 
riculum Lois Haslam 
resigned to take a 
superintendent posi- 
tion in the communi- 
ty of Harvard. 

The School Com- 
mittee “feels strong- 
ly that one person 
cannot do the job,” 
said Ms. Jenkins, “1 
do not know of one 
school system in the 
commonwealth of 
our size (approxi- 
mately 5,000 stu- 
dents) that doesn’t 
have two administra- 
tors.

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An organization known as the Pacif- 
‘ic West Cancer Fund has targeted 
Andover, and other areas, asking for 
contributions to its “1992 Essex County 
Area Cancer Drive.” 

However, while the return address 
on the envelope mailed to residents 
reads Seattle, Wash., the postmark 
says the letter came from Topeka, Kan. 
Checks, which are to be made out to 
“The Cancer Center,” are sent in an 
enclosed self-addressed, unstamped 
envelope to Pacific West Cancer Fund. 
The address on this envelope is in 
Topeka. 

Yet, the telephone’s directory assis- 
tance has no record of a Pacific West 
Cancer Fund at the given addresses or 
anywhere in either Seattle or Topeka. 

The Pacific West Cancer Fund is one 
of at least seven multi-million dollar 
organizations that direct their mail- 


ings through Watson & Hughey Co., of 


Alexandria, Va. Several of these com- 
panies have been sued in other states. 
(See related story.) 


Theresa Gorey of 33 Brown St. was 
one of the Andover residents who 
received the mailing from Pacific West. 

“It was really a pleading letter,” she 
said. 

It asked if she would either go door 
to-door to “neighbors and friends to 
ask for their annual contribution to 
fight cancer” or send a check to help 
the drive reach its goal. 


“T felt very guilty that I couldn’t can 
vas the neighborhood,” she said. “I had 
a good feeling about it or else I would 
never have sent the check.” 

But Ms. Gorey made the check out to 
the American Cancer Society, and so 
when Pacific West sent the check back, 
asking her to make the check out to the 
company, she became suspicious. She 
sent the letters she had to the Towns- 
man. 

Pacific West's cancer drive is taking 
place at the same time as the first 
American Cancer Society’s “Dear 
Neighbor” cancer drive in this area. 

“It’s kind of hard to say every time 
we do something,” that Pacific West 
does a similar thing, said Lisa Flattery 
of the American Cancer Society’s Mer- 
rimack Valley office. “But in this case 
it would almost appear that that’s what 
happened.” 


The Cancer Fund of America is 
another organization that used the ser- 
vices of Watson & Hughey. Benjamin 
Bradlee, the vice president at large of

The Pacific West Cancer Fund, an 
organization the attorney general's 
office settled a fraudulent fund-raising 
suit with in January of 1991, is contin- 
uing its activities. And Andover and 
Essex County are just two of the many 
areas that it could be targeting. 


Yet, while the paper trail begins in 
Seattle, Wash., it runs through Ameri- 
ca’s heartland, before ending outside 
the nation’s capital in Alexandria, Va. 


The Pacific West Cancer Fund is 
just one strand in a web of organiza- 
tions asking for donations from chari- 
table consumers, While the donors 
assume the money is going to a chari- 
table organization, in many cases an 
extremely small percent of the money 
donated actually goes to either 
research or the specified cause. 


Pacific West, the Cancer Fund of 
America, the Walker Cancer Research 
Institute, and the Social Security Pro- 
tection Bureau were all linked to Wat- 
son & Hughey, an Alexandria, Va., 
fund-raising company. In a suit filed 
in 1989 and settled in 1991 by then 
Attorney General James Shannon, Mr. 
Shannon alleged that the company 
“conducted a deceptive sweepstakes 
solicitation campaign,” according to 
information provided by Robert Jones 
of the attorney general’s office. 


Letters from the companies signed 
by a Washington, D.C., attorney were 
sent out notifying people that they 
were winners in a $5,000 sweepstakes 
and urging them to make a $5 or $7 
donation, In reality, there was no top 
prize of $5,000 and most received only 
10 cents, according to the attorney gen- 
eral’s office. 


A fake letterhead to an imaginary 
law office in Washington, D.C., that 


the Washington Post, stated in a letter 
published May 15 in a nationally syndi- 
cated column that according to infor- 
mation available to him, the company 
had “consciously patterned... fund-rais- 
ing pleas so the public will confuse 
them with the American Cancer Soci- 
ety.” 

This confusion with the American 
Cancer Society appears to be what hap- 
pened to Ms. Gorey in her dealings 
with Pacific West. 

“Who else would have a cancer 
drive?” she asked. “It just never 
occurred to me (that it could be anoth- 
er organization) and that’s why I sent 
out the check.” 


“It definitely impacts,” said Ms. 
Flattery of the American Cancer Soci- 
ety. “If they’re making so many mil- 
lions, then that’s so many millions that 
would be going to us or another .., can-

the company used was actually just an 
address belonging to a phone service. 
The 800 number given to consumers 
was actually to a Utah, not a Washing- 
ton, D.C., number, according to the 
release, 


The case was settled following nego- 
tiations led by Mr. Shannon’s Division 
of Public Charities, which was operat- 
ing on behalf of 10 participating states. 
A $2.1 million settlement was reached 
with Massachusetts receiving $125,000 
of the settlement. The judgment pro- 
hibited Watson & Hughey and its 
client organizations from “falsely stat- 
ing that a recipient has won a sweep- 
stakes, misstating the value of prizes 
in a sweepstakes, falsely stating the 
chances of winning,” and several oth- 
er activities, according to the attorney 
general’s office. 


But Watson & Hughey and its client 
organizations are allowed to continue 
soliciting. 


The letters recently sent to Andover 
residents by Pacific West ask them to 
send funds for a cancer drive. 


There are seven companies in the 
United States known to solicit poten- 
tial donors through Watson & Hughey. 

The Walker Cancer Research Insti- 
tute Inc,, one such company, has 
raised more than $9.3 million through 
Watson & Hughey and a group known 
as Telesystems Marketing Inc. But less 
than 1 percent has actually gone to 
research grants, and in May, the Cali- 
fornia attorney general’s office filed a 
suit against all three organizations, 
according to news sources and the 
American Cancer Society, 


The Cancer Fund of America has 
been sued in 12 states and has been 
accused of patterning its pleas so that 
the public might confuse them with 


cer organization.” 

According to the 1991 settlement, 
Watson & Hughey and its fellow defen- 
dants can continue to solicit, with cer 
tain restrictions. 


At the time of the settlement, then 
Attorney General James Shannon said 
that the companies’ actions “harm the 
ability of legitimate charities to raise 
money,” according to information sup- 
plied by Robert Jones of the attorney 
general's office, 

“We don’t want to make people 
afraid to give,” said Ms. Flattery. 


She suggests people ask for an annu- 
al report from charitable organizations 
and that they keep donations local as a 
means to avoid fraudulent companies. 

“They appear to be the same on the 
surface as the American Cancer Soci- 
ety, but as we know, that’s not the 


the American Cancer Society, accord- 
ing to information published in a let- 
ter from the vice president at large of 
the Washington Post in a nationally 
syndicated column. In another letter 
published in that nationally syndicat- 
ed column, Elaine Cox, director of 
Lourdes Hospice in Paducah, Ky., has 
stated that she does not want what lit: 
tle assistance the company provided 
her. She said the assistance came in 
the form of “printer-rejected copies of 
Steven King novels,” 


“Unfortunately, all those 
organizations are being sued,” said 
Robin Hanks of the American Cancer 
Society’s Boston Communications 
Department. 


The seven organization that solitic 
through Watson & Hughey are: Amer- 
ican Heart Disease Prevention Foun- 
dation Inc., Cancer Fund of America 
Inc., Center for Alternative Cancer 
Research aka Project Cure, Walker 
Cancer Research Institute Inc., Pacific 
West aka The Cancer Center, National 
Animal Protection Fund, and Social 
Security Protection Bureau aka Fox- 
hall Corp. 


The Watson & Hughey Co. declined 
comment. 


Standard & Poor’s Register of Cor- 
porations, Directors and Executives, 
Dun & Bradstreet Million Dollar Diree- 
tory, and Hoover's Handbook of Ameri- 
can Business 1992 all have no record of 
either a Pacific West Cancer Fund or 
Watson & Hughey, the direct mail 
company they utilize, 


“It’s so underhanded,” said Theresa 
Gorey, an Andover resident who 
received a mailing from the Pacific 
West Cancer Fund, “I guess there’s no 
end to where people will go to get mon- 
ey. 


case,” she said. 

The American Cancer Society has 
3,100 local units, more than 2.2 million 
volunteers and 57 chartered divisions, 
according to Hoover’s Handbook of 
American Business 1992. The society is 
the largest non-governmental source of 
funds for cancer research and 25 of its 
researchers have received the Nobel 
Prize. 


Neither the Pacific West Cancer 
Fund nor Watson & Hughey is listed in 
Hoover's Handbook of American Busi- 
ness, or in other business directories 
consulted by the Townsman. 


The Better Business Bureau for the 
Washington, D.C., area has no informa- 
tion on the Watson & Hughey Co. 
Reached by phone yesterday, a 
spokesman at Watson & Hughey 
declined comment.

Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority, 

Last week Mr, Warshawsky spoke 
with the Townsman about the new 
ramp and other handicap accessible 
features in town, 

“My 4-year-old daughter and I can’t 
wait for the ramp to open. | promised 
her a train ride into Boston,” Mr. War- 
shawsky said. 

Rikki, who shares the same auburn 
highlights in her hair as her father, is 
an outgoing youngster who has 
learned a lot about assertiveness from 
her father, 


“She’s a big help,” Mr. Warshawsky 
said as his daughter struggled a bit to 
hold a door open for him. 

According to Debby, his wife of 
eight years, Mr. Warshawsky has had 
to be assertive and speak up for what 
he needs because most people aren’t 
aware of barriers people in 
wheelchairs face every day. 


“Simple things like visiting some of 
our friends can be difficult because 
where they live isn’t handicap accessi- 
ble,” she said. 

In 1987, Mr. Warshawsky founded 
Warshawsky’s Handicap Awareness 
Team, of which he is the self-appointed 
chairperson. Mr. Warshawsky, 22 Rail- 
road Ave., has been a handicap activist 
since a diving accident 21 years go left 
him paralyzed from the waist down. 

ollowing the accident, he took 
some time off from Tufts University in 
Medford where he had completed his 
first year as a physics student. He 
returned to Tufts full time the follow- 
ing year. Duriong his time at Tufts he 
became active with other wheelchair 
students in rallying for better access to 
campus facilities. 


In 1975 he received a bachelor’s 
degree in chemical physics from Tufts 
and a master’s degree in engineering 
design from the school three years lat- 
er. 

After graduation Mr. Warshawsky 
began working for Raytheon Co., 
where he is employed today as a soft- 
ware quality assurance engineer, 
Changes over 21 years 

When he first began at Raytheon in 
1978 at the Bedford plant, Mr, War- 
shawsky said everything from doors to 
work-station tables had to be modified 
for him. Three years ago he was trans- 
ferred to Raytheon’s newly built 
Andover plant, which is much more 
handicapped accessible than the Bed- 
ford plant, said Mr, Warshawsky. 

Improvements in accessibility will 
be forthcoming in both the public and 
private sectors. Starting July 26, the 
Americans with Disabilities Act, that 
was singed into law by President Bush 
two years ago, will be implemented. It 
prohibits discrimination and guaran- 
tees equal opportunity and access for 
disabled people in the areas of employ- 
ment, public transportation, privately 
operated transportation available to 
the public, places of public accommo-

dation and other services offered to the 
public. 

Even small items such as door han- 
dles can be a problem, Mr Warshawsky 
said. Levered door handles are easier 
for him to open, but most doors have 
knobs. 

His motorized wheelchair, cus- 
tomized with a carved wooden hand 
forming a peace Sign, is a vast 
improvement over the first “clunker” 
he had in 1971. Handicapped vans and 
other modes of transportation, both 
public and private, have also 
improved, according to Mr. War- 
shawsky. 


The Warshawskys have a summer 
home in Ogunquit, Maine. For the past 
four years Mr. Warshawsky has been 
the town manager's unofficial adviser 
on handicap accessibility issues. He 
has been the impetus for many 
changes there, including handi sap 
bathrooms at the town’s public beach 
and a curb-cut at the entrance of its 
Veteran's Park. 

A few weekends ago while in Ogun- 
quit, Mr. Warshawsky wanted to buy 
some pastry at a local bakery, but 


at their apartment building on Railroad

couldn't because there was no ramp at 
the entrance, his wife said. 

“Later that weekend we spoke to the 
owner and told him we wanted to shop 
at his bakery, but couldn’t. He said he 


would incorporate some type of 


Wheelchair access as soon as he could,” 
Mrs. Warshawsky said. 

“Sometimes it is as simple as that 
just asking. Other times it’s much 
more difficult,” she said. 

Mr. Warshawsky said he has seen 
the handicapped community become 
more active in the past 21 years. He 


‘Said it is due to many factors, includ- 


ing advances in medicine and 
technology that are enabling handi- 
capped people to have a better quality 
of life and the changing attitudes of the 
public toward the handicapped. 


“The media is doing a much better 
job at portraying us accurately, Handi- 
capped people have been incorporated 
into story lines in television and films 
much more in the past few years, But 
old stereotypes are still around,” he 
said. 

“IT think many people like me are 
offended with the Jerry Lewis Muscu- 
lar Dystrophy campaigns that prey on 
the public’s sympathy. We want to be 
seen as more than objects of pity or 
stereotypes,” Mr. Warshawsky said, 
In Andover 

Public buildings in Andover, such 
as Memorial Hall Library and town 
offices, are all accessible, said Mr. War 
shawsky. The large number of handi 
cap parking spaces in the commercial 
district make it easier for people with 
handicaps to frequent shops in 
Andover, he said. 


“The handicap population is becom. 
Ing a stronger economic force than 
ever before. We are more visible in the 
community and we have to flex our 
consumer muscles and shop at stores 
that do make efforts to accommodate 
the handicapped,” he said. 


Mr. Warshawsky has special praise 
for Memorial Hall Library's facilities 
and for Clown Town. 

“IT took Rikki to Clown Town last 
month and we had a great time, I had 
no problems and I was able to get 
around quite well,” he said, 

What Andover needs. according to 
Mr. Warshawsky, are more curb cuts 
and more handicap-accessible public 
transportation. Because the central 
business district in Andover is up hill 
from Railroad Street, he can't drive his 
wheelchair there, 


“That's one thing I find frustrating, 
that I have to depend on other people to 
get around to places. I’ve been evaluat 
ed to drive and I could if I wanted to. 
but I don’t feel comfortable about it, so 
I don't,” he said. 

When Mr. Warshawsky lived in 
Waltham he was able to take shuttles 
and other public transportation. He 
said the Merrimack Valley has less 
handicap-accessible public transporta- 
tion.

He 
said they cost about $125,

Long-time ambition 


Mr. Coyle, who will be 59 in July, 
was born in Boston and raised in the 
Boston-Roxbury area and attended 
parochial elementary and secondary 


schools, When he was a teen-ager, in 
the years that immediately followed 
WWII, he worked through his church 
With displeced European families 
relocating in the Boston area. 


“I worked with small groups of 


children back then. They didn’t 
speak any English and I didn’t speak 
the language they did,” he said. 

Despite the communication barri- 
ers Mr, Coyle said he knew then that 
he wanted to work with children in 
some way. He graduated from Boston 
State Teachers College in 1954 witha 
degree in elementary education. 

That fall he was hired by the Bev- 
erly school system as a permanent 
substitute for a elementary school 
teacher who hadn't returned from 
summer vacation, He taught for a 
few weeks until that teacher 
returned. He was then “bounced” 
around from classroom to classroom 
and taught reading for the remaining 
year at a few different elementary 
schools in that town. 

“It was really a crazy year,” he 
said, 


The following year he taught sixth 
grade in still another Beverly school, 
During his seven-year career in Bev 
erly, Mr. Coyle was also taking night 
classes toward his master’s degree at 
Salem State College and then Boston 
University to get an administration 
certificate, 

He then left teaching for one year 
to work in the real estate and insur 
ance businesses. 

“T hated it. I really hated it. I went 
back to teaching in Beverly as soon 
as possible,” Mr. Coyle said, 

He was teaching for three months 
when three principalships in Beverly 
were advertised. He applied and was 
chosen to head the Charles H. 
Brown Elementary School, 

“The Charlie Brown School, as we 
liked to call it, had 225 students. | 
was there for two years before I was 
transferred to a larger school in Bev- 
erly that had about 425 kids,” he said. 

That population is less than half the 
population at West Elementary in 
Andover. 


Two years later he was trans- 
ferred again to a 600-student elemen- 
tary in Beverly where he stayed for 
30 months before getting a job in 
Andover,

in January 1970, Mr. Coyle began as 
principal at South Elementary, 
Andover career 

When Mr. Coyle looks back at his 
seven years as principal at South 
Elementary, he said he is most proud 
of his part in developing multi-grade 
grouping programs, 

“That means individually guiding 
education for different subjects,” he 
said, 

When Mr, Coyle was transferred 
to be the principal of Bancroft Ele- 
mentary in 1973, he said multi age 
grouping was begun there in math. 
That was cut short, said Mr. Coyle, 
when the systemwide administration 
purchased a new math curriculum, 
the Individualized Math System, 


Mr. Coyle said programs such as 
Project Charlie and other anti-drug 
and awareness programs at the ele- 
mentary level have been invaluable. 

Even though there are more par- 
ents working today than in past 
years, Mr. Coyle said he has seen a 
surge in parent volunteers in the 
West Elementary community, 

“We have more parent volunteers 
now that we ever did before. Many of 
the items that were once funded by 
the budget are now being taken care 
of the the PTOs and volunteers,” he 
said. 

Mr. Coyle said the parent volun 
teers have raised money to buy play 
ground equipment, supplement 
materials in the classrooms, pay for 
field trips and administer before 
school enrichment programs. 


Since 1980, Mr. Coyle has been 
principal of West Elementary, Next 
September, Charlie Friel, assistant 
principal there for the past four 
years, Will take over as principal. 

“IT think the change will be good 
for the school, both the staff and the 
kids. Charlie has a different style and 
perspective and that will be good. 
He'll be good for the school,” Mr. 
Coyle said. 


He said he would like to have con 
tinued working with Mark McQuil 
lan, superintendent of schools, on 
developing more school-based man 
agement and working out redistrict- 
ing for elementary school children 
that he started as a member ofa team 
of educators and parents looking at 
crowded schools this year, 


Changes over the years 

The influence of technology in the 
classroom and the growing responsi 
bilities of educators are the two 
biggest changes Mr, Coyle said he 
has seen in his education experience, 
which spans five decades, 

“In the past 15 years we have gone 
from the dark ages to the 2ist centu- 
ry when it comes to technology,” he 
said, 

Mr. Coyle named just a few 
advances he's seen: computers in the 
classroom and their uses as reading 
and writing tools, as well as videos, 
cable TV and satellite hookups that 
allow children and teachers across 
the country to communicate. 


Future plans 

Mr. Coyle and his wife, Bette Ann 
Coyle, a learning specialist at Ban- 
croft Elementary, live in Windham, 
N.H. They have four grown children: 
Kathleen Horne, 36, Paul Coyle, 33, 
Lisa O’Hearn, 27, and Jennifer Rior- 
dan, 23, 

“IT have no plans to work full time 
at anything. I'd like to spend the next 
six months or so and plan how I’m 
going to spend the rest of my healthy 
years,” he said. 


“A survey of West Middle School 
students done five years ago showed 
that more students had computers at 
home than teachers did,” Mr. Coyle 
said.

Drunk vs. under 
the influence 


Editor, Townsman: 

Don Staruk’s generally excellent 
and highly informative “Do Drunk 
Driving Laws Work” (Townsman 
6/25/92) has a seriously flawed major 
premise. 

Although the article and the accom- 
panying headlines use the word 
“drunk” some 32 times, in reality there 
is no such criminal offense in Mas- 
sachusetts as “drunk driving.” The 
conduct Don sought to portray is 
“operating under the influence” and in 
insisting upon calling it “drunk driv- 
ing” your newspaper has inadvertently 
perpetuated a common but dangerous 
myth — you cannot be stopped, arrested 
or convicted unless you are “drunk.” 

Your readers should understand 
that the difference between “drunk” 
and “under the influence” is not 
semantics or typical lawyer hair-split- 
ting but rather the crux of the law. 
Public drunkenness was decriminal- 
ized by the Massachusetts Legislature 
in 1973 and the law governing operat- 
ing under the influence (M.G.L. Ch. 90 
S. 24) does not even contain the word 
“drunk.” Many hundreds of otherwise 
law-abiding citizens will in fact be 
stopped, arrested and convicted of 
operating under the influence this year 
in Massachusetts although they firmly 
believe themselves not to be “drunk.” 

Experience has shown that of the 
approximately 25,000 Massachusetts 
drivers convicted each year of operat- 
ing under the influence, at least one- 
third to one-half will not fit the stereo 
typical “drunk” definition, i.e. stagger 
ing, boisterous, sloppy, combative and 
reeking of alcohol, Many will not show 
obvious signs of intoxication but will 
nonetheless prove to be “under the 
influence” because alcohol has percep: 
tibly affected their senses and their 
ability to operate a motor vehicle. 

In short, the standard for conviction 
is far tougher than that formerly used 
to prove “drunkenness.” Although the 
effects of alcohol vary considerably 
from person to person and depend in 
large part on physical size, age, toler- 


ance to alcohol, recent consumption of 


food and mood, it is quite possible 
under current Massachusetts law for a 
driver to legally be “under the influ- 
ence” after as few as two or three 
drinks. 

Another myth is that beer and wine 
have a lesser effect on sobriety than 
hard liquor. This is not only complete- 
ly false, an experienced police officer 


will far more readily detect the odor of 


beer than most other alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

Your article also contains minor 
errors in confusing “inference” with 
“presumption” and confusing slightly 
the roles and functions of the police 
with that of the court in taking driver’s 
licenses and incorrectly states that a 
breathalyser reading of .06-.29 creates 
an “inference that the driver is drunk.” 
But on balance the article addresses a 
subject of surpassing importance to 
your readers and serves to educate the 
general public about the procedures 
used to detect and punish operation 
under the influence of alcohol.

18,000 have 
lost benefits 


Editor, Townsman: 

Prior to October 1991, many of Mas- 
sachusetts’ poorest people were sup: 
ported by the General Relief program. 
When Gov. Weld eliminated this pro- 
gram and replaced it with a scaled- 
down Elderly, Disabled and Children 
(EDC) program, many people including 
elders, the disabled and children were 
left with no income or health coverage. 
To date, over 18,000 persons have lost 
benefits and have virtually nowhere to 
turn, Who are these people? They are 
the neediest people in our community 
who are literally falling through the 
cracks. 

Joe is 62. He has had many medical 
and psychological problems and cur- 
rently lives in a boarding house as his 
“shack” was deemed uninhabitable by 
the Board of Health. Joe was on Gener- 
al Relief under the disability regula- 
tions in place before October ’91. When 


the new standards were issued, Joe 
could not find a doctor who was Willing 
to fill out the paperwork required that 
has to specify in extreme detail your 
medical condition that must conform 
to. This is understandable, as the doc 
tor is expected to assess whether the 
impairment exactly matches those 
defined by welfare in a 24-page medical 
standards criteria. The doctor must 
also list all diagnostic test and findings 
and who that the impairment is an 
exact match. Joe can no longer pay his 
rent at the boarding house and is about 
to be evicted, he has been living off of 
handouts and food pantries and soon to 
be on the streets, 

{milio is a man in his 30s who was 
laid off from his job and has severe 
deformation of both feet, a condition 
clearly visible even through his shoes. 
The pain is unrelenting, whether he is 
sitting, standing or walking. He had 
been receiving General Relief for more 
than a year when it was eliminated. He 
reapplied for benefits under the new 
EDC program, but was rejected by 
HealthPro’s medical review team, 
despite his doctor’s determination that 
he was disabled. 

Another person is Marisol. She is 17 
and has an 8-month-old baby. She was 
terminated from the EDC program 
because she lives at home with her 
mother while attending high school. 
Marisol has been forced to move out 
away from parental support so that she 
can become eligible for AFDC. She 
wants to graduate and go to college and 
to be off welfare. These goals have 
become close to impossible as she 
struggles to care for her son alone, con- 
tinue to go to school and study. These 
are three profiles and there are anoth- 
er 18,000 across the state. 

It is incredible to believe that this is 
what we, as a caring society, want to 
see the kind of devastation to lives that 
has been caused by the EDC program. 
As workers involved with the frailest 
and poorest in our community we urge 
the Legislature to: 

* Ensure that all needy children who 
are ineligible for AFDC receive some 
help. 

+ Establish a workable definition of 
disability and an effective and efficient

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Responding to abortion

In hearing a case that challenged restric- 
tions on abortion in the State of Pennsylva- 
nia, the Supreme Court upheld Roe vs. Wade, 
the 1973 case that legalized abortion nation- 
wide, but put restrictions on women’s access 
to the procedure, 

The ruling upheld informed consent 
requiring doctors to discuss fetal develop- 
ment and abortion alternatives with 
patients; a 24-hour waiting period before an 
abortion; and the requirement that girls 
under 18 get the consent of one parent or a 
judge. The court overturned the requirement 
for women to tell husbands about plans for 
an abortion. 

Helen Taylor of 4 Elysian Drive, a mem- 
ber of the Greater Lawrence chapter of Mas- 
sachusetts Citizens for Life, was mostly 
pleased with the court’s decision. 

“My first impression is happiness that 
they upheld most of the provisions of the 
Pennsylvania law because I see them as very 
reasonable measures,” said Mrs. Taylor, who 
is a volunteer for a crisis pregnancy center, 

As the parent of four daughters, Mrs, Tay- 
lor said she hopes Massachusetts would not 
take away a parent’s right to be involved in 
the abortion decision of a minor. 

“It’s crazy. I feel very strongly about that,” 
she said. 

She was also glad the court supported the 
24-hour waiting period and informed con- 
sent. : 

“T believe in women having all knowledge 
of what they are doing,” Mrs. Taylor said. 
“The 24-hour waiting period, 1 think, is very 
reasonable; it's prudent. I think, in fact 
know, many a woman has regretted having 
an abortion,” 

Keeping records provides a history of the 
procedures used and protects the patients, 
Mrs. Taylor said. Abortion clinics are the 
only medical facilities not required to keep 
detailed records. 

She did not like the fact that the court 
overturned the requirement for a woman to 
inform her husband of an abortion. 


“T was disappointed in that because | feel a 
married man has a right to know about an 
abortion decision on his child,” Mrs. Taylor 
said. “It’s also the man’s child, especially in 
marriage,” 

Exceptions to the law were in place to pro- 
tect women in certain situations, Mrs. Taylor 
said, where it might not be feasible or pru- 
dent to inform the husband. 

She said she does not see the court’s deci- 
sion as appeasing both sides and that the 
court’s action is going to motivate people to 
get involved,

where Roe vs, Wade will be overturned.” 

Carol Couch-Adams of 64 Lucerne Drive 
was getting ready to go to a National Organi- 
zation for Women protest about the Supreme 
Court decision Tuesday afternoon when she 
took time to share her concerns, A member 
of NOW, Ms. Couch-Adams pointed out that 
she was speaking as a private citizen, 

“They say that Roe vs, Wade is Still 
intact,” Ms. Couch-Adams said. “They have 
left the shell, I think.” 

She disagrees with the court's opinion on 
parental consent, 

“T don’t think there should be any,” she 
said. “You can’t legislate parent-child com- 
munication.” 

Ms. Couch-Adams once attended a speech 
by the mother of Becky Bell, the Indiana 
teen-ager who died from complications after 
an out-of-state, illegal abortion. 

The girl’s parents never knew about the 
abortion until after the their daughter had 
died. Now Becky’s parents travel across the 
country trying to convince legislators to 
make it is easier for minors to get safe, legal 
abortions with or without permission from 
their parents, 

“With the upholding of parental consent, 
it’S Open season on young women,” Ms, 
Couch-Adams said.

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Textile museum 


By Mary Katis 

The Museum of American Textile 
History has outgrown its North 
Andover building on Massachusetts 
Avenue. Therefore, it is moving to 
Lowell. 

A North Andover wool manufactur- 
er, Samuel Dale Stevens, had an 
antique collection of some 30 spinning 
wheels, 20 reels, nine hand-looms, two 
warping frames and other pieces relat- 
ed to cloth making. This collection plus 
the business records of M. T, Stevens 
and Sons Company comprised the orig- 
inal holdings of the museum. 

Caroline Rodgers, Mr. Stevens’ 
daughter, and Walter Muir Whitehill, a 
North Andover neighbor and director 
of the Boston Athenaeum, worked to 
bring the Stevens collection together to 
form the original museum and to cre 
ate exhibits in a story and time 
sequence. J. Bruce Sinclair, director of 
the North Andover Historical Society, 
in 1959 formally proposed the textile 
museum be established. The building 
was opened to the public in 1964 with 
1,800 square feet for exhibits, study, 
collections and administrative use. 


“Ninety-nine point nine percent of 
the museum collection is in storage,” 
said Paul Rivard, director of the Muse- 
um of American Textile History. After 
many years, the collection grew so 
large that the museum was re-named 
from the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum to the Museum of American 
Textile History. The new name signi- 
fies the national scope of the collection. 

“The museum is recognized as the 
place to go to study American textile 
history,” said Mr. Rivard. “I knew 
about this museum when I was work- 
ing in Maine.” 


Mr. Rivard was the director of the 
Maine State Museum prior to assum- 
ing his present position eight month 
ago, 

The board of the museum formed a 
search committee to find another 
building for the museum’s collection. 
The Jo-Cal building in Lawrence was 
considered. Museum officials hoped a 
bond issue could absorb some of the 
cost of repair and refurbishing. This 
never materialized. 

“The wool warehouse at 350 Merri- 
mack Street in Lawrence was the next 
site chosen, This structure had too 
much space and needed major indoor 
work, Lawrence wanted to attract the 
museum as part of their urban civic 
development,” said Mr. Rivard. “When 
prices started to fall and the economy 
changed, the museum had to look for 
another location. We needed to find a 
building we could afford, a building 
with 150,000 square feet under one roof 
with parking spaces for 125 cars and 
school buses, and a building with 
accessibility and visibility. The Pem- 
berton Mill and Stone Machine. build-

ings in Lawrence were studied as pos- 
sible relocation choices. The Lowell 
National Heritage Park area was the 
final choice that met our criteria,” 

The Old Kitson Machine Shop Build- 
ing at 491 Dutton St., Lowell, will be the 
new address of the museum. The pro- 
cess of moving from North Andover to 
this location will begin in two weeks. 


“It is beneficial to be in a museum 
area for collaboration and consulting,” 
said Mr, Rivard. “Our museum will be 
the largest indoor textile museum with 
the largest collection of textile machin 
ery, tool instruments, manuscripts and 
photography. The new building will 
have 150,000 square feet for exhibits 
compared to the 35,000 square feet 
available at the present location. There 
will be 50,000 square feet used for an 
informal exhibit area and the storage 
area will allow study galleries for the 
research of holdings not exhibited and 
visitors will eventually have access to 
the entire collection. This outline will 
take years before all the plans are com- 
pleted. 

“Fabric, as a product of the textile 
machine, is also stored at our muse- 
um,” continued Mr. Rivard. “Climate 
control is necessary for the fabrics and 
other antiques. A climate-control sys-

tem will be installed in the new build- 
ing along with installing new windows 
to filter light. The fabric holdings and 
policy for the boundaries of this collec- 
tion will be reevaluated. 

“A museum can’t have a hobbyist 
approach to their exhibits or collec- 
tion, but it has to appeal to the people 
with a diverse showcase,” said Mr. 
Rivard. “In the past, the Museum of 
American Textile History was a place 
for archival study and research. The 
museum is now the center for scholars 
and students of textiles and the textile 
industry. This focus will extend to 
reach ordinary people who can learn 
from communication exhibits and who 
can come to have fun with family and 
friends. 

“Martha, Harry and the kids will be 
able to come to the museum and can 
tell friends to come,” continued Mr. 
Rivard, “Part of what I bring to the 
museum is the skill to develop exhibits 
to attract a visiting public.” 

This is a change in the vision of the 
the museum and this change is sup- 
ported by the board members and 
director. 

The visiting public will become a 
seedbed for creating a support system 
for the museum in the future. The

improvements is to raise $10 million. 

“The necessary funds will be divid- 
ed through many sources,” said Mr. 
Rivard. “The board has promised $4 
million, There will be an appeal for 
donations from North Andover and 
surrounding towns, from local founda- 
tions, from federal grants that the 
museum is eligible for, from the textile 
industry across the country and per- 
sonal solicitation.” 

The museum is free to the public 
and will be free until the move is com- 
pleted. The exhibits will not be the 
focus for staff because staff will be 
involved in the moving process. The 
museum will be developed by using 
capable staff and not paying outside 
consultants for many of the museum's 
needs and plans. 

“Once the public sets aside the bat- 
tle of which community the museum 
has chosen, it won’t matter where the 
museum is,” said Mr. Rivard. “The 
museum will be as accessible in Lowell 
as it was here in North Andover.” 


The North Andover museum site is 
available for rent. The building is 
owned by the museum but the North 
Andover Historical Society owns the 
land it sits on. A price has not yet been 
set for rent.

Responding to abortion

Ms. Couch-Adams supports a pro- 
posal by Gov. William Weld to reduce 
the age of consent from 18 to 16, but 
would rather no age were restricted. 

“I don’t like any age being put in 
there, personally,” she said. 

Minors and poor women don’t have 
the money to go through the courts, 
she said. 

“Wealthy women will always have 
the ability to get an abortion. Before 
Roe vs. Wade, people used to fly to 
Britain,” she said. “Giving states more 
rights will discriminate against wom- 
en geographically.” 

North Dakota only has one doctor 
who performs abortions in a clinic 
three days a week, according to Ms. 
Couch-Adams, All others have been 
intimidated out of the clinics. If women 
can’t afford to travel, they are out of 
luck, she said. 

“Having to wait 24 hours is undue 
hardship,” Ms. Couch-Adams said. “I 
have never heard of a woman walking 
by a clinic and saying, ‘I think ’'m 
pregnant’” will get an abortion. 

She said she has never heard of a 
Clinic that didn’t offer counseling 
before and after an abortion, 

She said she is perplexed by the con- 
tradiction between the court's require- 
ment that clinics inform women of 
abortion alternatives, and the ban that 
prevented federally funded clinic staff 

#rom using “the ‘A’ word” until just a 
short time ago. 

“At least they didn’t consider wom- 
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en to be property,” Ms. Couch-Adams 
said, referrizg to the fact that the court 
didn’t uphold spousal consent. 

She knew some women who were 
considering going to court to get deeds 
of ownership for their own bodies, Ms. 
Couch-Adams said. 

She is unsure what effect the 
Supreme Court decision will have on 
the fall elections, Pollsters say that, tra- 
ditionally, pro-choice advocates consid- 
er other issues in casting their ballots, 
while pro-life advocates make the abor: 
tion issue number one, according to 
Ms. Couch-Adams. 

“Maybe they will prioritize their 
issues and have reproduction choice at 
the top,” she said of the pro-choice 
group. 

She is against President Bush and, 
while holding out her final choice until 
the candidates choose running mates, 
favors Democrat Bill Clinton because 
of his strong pro-choice stand. 

“We are not fanatics. I don’t know 
any pro-choice person who is for abor- 
tion. It is a very difficult and painful 
decision to make for the person,” Ms. 
Couch-Adams said. 

Kim Mazur of 20 Old County Road 
is the mother of one child with another 
on the way, 

“My initial reaction was I was glad 
they didn’t overturn” Roe vs. Wade, 
Ms. Mazur said. 

But she was also concerned with the 
“over-regulation” that makes it harder 
for poor and rural women, such as 
those in North Dakota, to have an abor- 
tion.

“It’s becoming almost like it was 
when it was illegal,” she said. 

Ms. Mazur agreed with Ms. Couch- 
Adams that women with money always 
have had, and always will have, access 
to abortion. 

She believes parental consent is a 
good idea and that parents and their 
children should be able to talk about 
such issues, but also realizes that is not 
always reality and therefore opposes 
making it a law. She also cited the 
Becky Bell case as a classic failure of 
the law. 

“That’s why a lot of teen-age girls in 
Massachusetts go to New Hampshire,” 
Ms. Mazur said. 

In Massachusetts, girls under 18 
need both parents’ or a judge’s consent 
to get an abortion. In New Hampshire, 
minors don’t need parental consent, 

Women now have options of what 
they want to do with their lives rather 
than having to get married and have 
children at 22 years old, Ms. Mazur 
said. 

“I think that’s really important for 
women to have choice. I don’t like 
when people say issues are black and 
white because this is what it says in 
the Bible.” 

Ms. Mazur hopes that the so-called 
Freedom of Choice Law now in 
Congress, will pass. 

“IT would like to say, ‘Yeah, they'll 
override (President Bush’s) veto 
because it’s an election year,” she said. 

Ms. Mazur opposes the 24-hour wait- 
ing period and agreed with the court in 
not requiring spousal consent. She 
questioned what it would mean for a 
battered woman or one who is raped by 
her husband. 
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“Does she have to ask his permis- 
sion to have an abortion?” said Ms. 
Mazur, a volunteer at the Women’s Cri- 
sis Center in Lawrence, 

“I don’t want to come off as the per- 
son who doesn’t care about children,” 
she added. She doesn't know anyone 
who likes abortion, has never had one 
and would not want to have to face that 
decision. 

“But I cannot make a decision for 
another person in this life,” Ms. Mazur 
said. “Ideally, there would be no abor-. 
tions in the world. That would be great. 
But it’s never been that way, ever,” 

Margaret Sanger, a nurse in New 
York City in the early part of this cen- 
tury, wrote about a neighborhood clin- 
ic where 50 to 100 women would be 
waiting in line for abortions every Sat- 
urday night, according to Ms. Mazur. 

“So it’s always existed. The only dif. 
ference is that it is safe and legal,” Ms. 
Mazur said. 

Rep. Gary Coon, R-Andover, said 
Wednesday he doubts that the 
Supreme Court ruling will spur any 
immediate, aggressive moves in the 
Massachusetts Legislature to restrict 
abortion here. 

“One reason I say that is the strong 
known position of Gov. Weld, who is 
against any further restriction,” Mr. 
Coon said. 

He hadn't heard anything in the pre- 
vious 24 hours to lead him to believe 
any such legislation is on the way. 

Mr. Coon, who officially announced 
his plans to run for a second term 


Tuesday night, also clarified his own 


position on the issue. 
“Pm in support of legalized abortion 
through the 24 weeks,” Mr. Coon said. 
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
